DETAILED ACTION 

Notice to Applicant 

Tliis comnnunication is in response to tlie Appeal Brief filed on 08/09/07 and the 
Proposed Amendment filed on 8/11/08. Claims 1-40, 43, 46, 49, 51, 54, 61, 63, 66 and 
72-74 have been cancelled. Claim 41 has been amended. Claims 41-42, 44-45, 47-48, 
50, 52-53, 55-60, 62, 64-65, 67-71 and 75 are pending. 

In view of the Appeal Brief filed on 05/02/08 PROSECUTION IS HEREBY 
REOPENED as set forth below. 

To avoid abandonment of the application, appellant must exercise one of the 
following two options; 

(1 ) file a reply under 37 C.F.R 1.111 (if this Office action is non-final) or a reply 
under 37 C.F.R 1 .1 1 3 (if this Office action is final; or, 

(2) request reinstatement of the appeal. 

If reinstatement of the appeal is requested, such request must be accompanied 
by a supplemental appeal brief, but no new amendments, affidavits (37 C.F.R 1 .130, 
1.131 or 1.132) or other evidence are permitted. See 37 C.F.R 1.193) (b) (2). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 41-42, 44-45, 47-48, 50, 52-53, 55-60, 62, 64-65, 67-71 and 75 are 
allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 
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In dependent claims 41 , 47 and 59 are directed to "combine at least of the 
business rule data elements for the row in the rules data table and the syntax for the 
rules style specified in the template table and the text string of the text table to form a 
business rule; and a rules engine configured to assess a value of one or more bodily 
injury insurance claims as a function of the formed business rules". 

The closest prior art of record, Reid et al. (6,560,592) teaches multi-model 
computer database storage system with integrated rule engine. 

Myers et al. (5,581,677) teaches creating charts and visualizations by 
demonstration. 

However, none of the cited prior art teaches "combine at least of the business 
rule data elements for the row in the rules data table and the syntax for the rules style 
specified in the template table and the text string of the text table to form a business 
rule; and a rules engine configured to assess a value of one or more bodily injury 
insurance claims as a function of the formed business rules" (as recited in claims 41, 47 
and 59). 

Claims 42-45, 48-58, 60-71 and 75 through their dependencies are also allowed 
for the same reasons given above.
